Woe to the genius of 
the stage who must prostitute and flatter 
his audience in order to conform to the Ir- 
resistible tendency of the present age. 

“These thoughts struck me more forcibly 
than ever when I saw “The Darling of the 
Gods’ played by Miss Blanche Bates and 
her suite. The tenor of the play itself is 
very somber and tragical; but as played by 
the American actresses and actors for the 
American audience it has gone astray from 
the path which it at iirst evidently meant 
to pursue. 

“The acrobats with funny masks and 
ludicrous attire, jumping, flying, tumbling 
and throwing themselves on the fluor, in 
the face of dignified guests of the feast of 
the ‘Thousand Welcomes,’ the attenJants 
paying obeisance to their masters tn the 
most atrocious manner; the Corean slave of 
Yo-San trying to frustrate the stealthy 
flirtation and kissing of his beautiful mas- 
ter, fallen in love with a brave samural— 
these and many other characters of similar 
nature, though well received by the Amer- 
ican audience, seem tothe Japancse eye in- 
excusably out of place. Except for the 
presence of such comically enlivening fiz- 
ures and their grotesque and comical acts, 
the play weuld be unendurably rember to 
the Americans. But the Japanese audi- 
ence demands: ‘Let not the serious scene 
be marred in its seriousness in the least de- 
gree.’ Is this wide differenve of psycbical 
aspect between these two peoples a crea- 
tion of environment? It is a question worth 
studying. 

“I do not mean to say that ‘The Darling 
of the Gods’ is uninteresting. On the con- 
trary, it is exceedingly interestiuig. I have 
seen it four times, and am ready to sec 
it many more times. The piay and the 
scene are something that is not. entirely 
Japanese, but is far from being Occides.tal 
~something which may be described as a 
combination of Japanese spirit and Amer- 
ican idea with a considerable degree of Chi- 
nese atmosphere. But the miraculous me- 
chanical effects, and marvelously beautiful 
stage settings of Mr. Belasco’s masterpiece 
have probably never been surpassed in -per- 
fection of realistic detail on the American 
stage. 

“Graceful simplicity {s the characteristic 
of the Japanese home. Upholster es and or- 
naments, gaudy and bizarre, stich as we 
have seen on the stage of ‘The U.rling 
of the Gods,’ are altogether incoasistent 
with the Japanese taste for simp.icity and 
gracefulness. 

“Of the dramtis personae, Miss Bates as 
Yo-San, is undoubtedly the most prominent 
figure. She is especially good in playing 
the emotiona] part of her role. But it is 
open to question whether such Japanese 
expressions as ‘Shaka’ and ‘Sayonara’ have 
not beerr employed too frequently, ‘or 
whether they have been uscd in proper 
piaces. For instance, as a word of fare- 
wel] in a supreme moment of a life-and- 
death struggle, a ‘sayonara’ is too com- 
monplace. And, then, I know  .t a single 
Japanese who e §claims “‘Shaka!''I) praying 
for a heaveniy rescue. To me, it seems 
more proper to express these ideas in 
English words, more impressive, more eni- 
phatic and more adequate. 

“It is better to He a little than to be 
unhappy¢-much,’ is what Yo-San whispered 
to theair in the dead of the night. after 
havigg come out of one of the severest 
trials which she has suffered. The naivete 
and innocence of the tone and manner in 
which she breathed these words are really 
excellent, but I wonder if they were uttered 
in proper place—if the moment would not 
be too critical, too sacred, to say these 
words with nonchalance. 

“*To what extent, my beloved, do you 
love me?’ is the question ‘which Yo-San 
urges her swetheart to answer in the pres- 
ence of her servants. To me, who was 
reared in a land where flirting of lovers in 
the face of others, however inttraite and 
confidential with them, is forbicdd:n with 
réligious rigidity, an ‘august’ princess talk 
ing love without blushing, disregarding the 
watchful eyes and sensitive ears of her at- 
seems wofully unbecoming to her 
which require ber to 
conform to the mandate of the code of hon- 
or which bound the samurai men and 
women of old with the greatest degree of 
severity. And a man and a woman, be 
they husband and wife, eating at the same 
tray, utilizing their chop-sticks now and 
then tor some purposes other than for eat- 
ing, presents a scene entirely foreign to the 
higher walks of the Japanese life. Yo-San, 
like myself, must have been a disobedient 
pupil of Kaede, her teacher of ceremony. 
To be a daughter or a son of the daimyo 
or samurai was, indeed, a hard lot, and | 
know how to sympathize with Yo-San. But 
that is a small matter after all. ‘Nothing 
ever changed since the days of the gods; 
water flows the same, love goes the same.’ 

“Although itn the course of the play I 
have had to smile many an Oriental smi'e, 
where I would be rather grave and sober, 
the play is none the less Interesting. and In 
many cases ‘augustly amusing,’ 
struck me asa work which has taxed heay- 


lly the labor and ingenuity of the play- | 


wright and the actors.”

HOW KUROPATKIN 
SAVED SUPPLIES 


Soon as Battle Was Inev- 
itable, Transport Began to 
Cross the Taitse River on 
the Way to Mukden. .

CORRESPONDENT WAS 
WITH BOTH ARMIES. 


The accompanying report of the 
battle of Liaoyang was written by 
a Russian correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, who was with Kuro- 
patkin’s army, in Liaoyang and vi- 
cinity, from the beginning to the en@ 
of the struggle. After a trip to Yen- 
tal, to observe the fighting there, he 
returned to Liaoyang. On asking 
when the Russian army would evac- 
uate the city he was assured that 
it would not depart until Sept 4 
That was the night of Sept. 3. He 
immediately began to ald the wound- 
ed. While he was thus employed. 
the Russian army slipped away be- 
fore dawn and, before he knew it, 
he was taken prisoner by the Jap- 
anese. He thus had an opportu- 
nity to study the battle, not only 
from the Russian standpoint, but 
from the Japanese side as well. 


LIAOYANG, Sept. 4, via Tientsin, Sept. 
10.—The Japanese, at 8 o'clock yesterday 
evening, discovered that the Russtans had 
evacuated Liaoyang, and, at 11 o'clock, they 
sent scouting parties to the southern and 
western walis of the city. At 8 o'clock 
this morning the troops of the victorious 
army quietly entered and occupied Liao- 
yang, Gen. Kuropatkin’s former base ard 
stronghold. This success was achieved aft- 
er five days of glorious fighting. 

After Gen. Kuroki had noted the march 
of the Tenth Russian army corps, which 
he had driven in from the Anping road 
to the plain, on its way to join the Rus- 
sian center, which Gen. Nodzu had furced 
in from Kaofengshi, he divided his forces 
stationed in Anping and Fengwangcheng 
roads, 
He took care to have a sufficiently strong 
force on the Fengwangcheng road, on Gen. 
Nodzu’s extreme right, and sent to Gen. 
Nodzu, who was pushing with the Japa- 
nese center army, along the Mengchiafang 
and south roads, one brigade to Mengchia- 
fang. three regiments to Chiaofantun and 
two regiments to the south road. 

Gen. Kuroki, in the meantime, waited 
quietly, with two divisions on the south 
bank of the Taitse river. 

On Aug. 29 the artillery under Gen. Nod- 
zu bombarded fiercely the three hilis at 
Chiafantun. The same day Gen. Oku, in 
command of the Japanese left army. workh- 
ing his way with rifle fire and artillery, 
slowly advanced along the railroad 
spite of the Russian opposition from neigh- 
boring elevations and fortifications. The 
left army thus moved toward Shushan. 
The Russian cavalry was not able to }jo- 
cate the Japanese trenches on this ad- 
vance. 


RUSSIAN TRANSPORT RETIRES. 


The character of the Japanese advance 
apparently had served as a warning to 
Gen. Kuropatkin to make sure of his re- 
treat and his transport was at once seen 
moving rapidly out of Liaoyang over the 
railroad bridge. 

On Aug. 30 the Japanese closed in on the 
Russians in thelr. mountain position at 
Chiaofantun. HERE THE GUNS WERE 
80 CLOSE TO EACH OTHER THAT IT 
WAS ALMOST POSSIBLE FOR THE 
BATTERY COMMANDERS TO SEE 
BACH OTHER'S SPECTACLES. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of the 30th, 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s staff moved out of Liao- 
yang. At the same time, rife fire was 
heard drawing nearer to the railroad sta- 
tion, and this was an indication of the sure

corporal took command. 
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teries or his troops, while the Japanese 
continued to silence Russian battery after 
Rugsian battery. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon of the 30th, 
the Japanese sheiled a Russian battery 
posted on a hill within three miles of 
Linoyang, but shortly after this hour, it 
became apparent that the Russians had 
begun to hold their own. By 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, the Japanese shrapnel fire 
was confined to the position at Chiaofan- 
tun, where the Russians were disputing 
every hillock with the enemy. The Japan- 
ese made repeated, but unsuccessful as- 
saults, upon this position. The fighting of 
the th came to a close at 7 o'clock in the 
evening. The Russian casualties for the 
%h and 30th, totalled more than 6000 men. 


OFFICERS PROD WITH SWORDS. 


The Japanese, from a low range of hulls 
to the southeast and south of Shushan, 
began shelling the northern end of the 
Russian line at Shushan at 9:4 o'clock on 
the morning of the 3ist. This artillery fire 
was preceded and accompanied by infantry 
rushes over the valley and the lower hills 
south of the road. They began before dawn 
and were continued until evening, THE 
JAPANBSE OFFICERS URGING THEIR 
WORNOUT AND FAINTING MEN WITH 
THE POINTS OF THEIR SWORDS. There 
was very hard fighting at a round-topped 
hill in the Russian line, opposite the point 
where the two Japanese armies, under 
Gens. Odzu and Oku, came together. 

The Russian position here was protected 
with wire entanglements, and a small body 
of Russian troops absolutely refused to re- 
tire. 

In one trench, seven men fought gallant- 
ly until they were surrounded by the Jap- 
anese. At the end of this sharp fighting, 
the Russians were hurling down sandbags 
upon the enemy. They succeeded in kil. 
ing one Japanese officer and injuring an- 
other, after which they surrendered, ana 
the hill was occupied by. the enemy. 

At 5 o'clock in the evéning the fighting, 
which had raged all day long, centered 
along the south road, where, for two hours. 
there was a heavy artillery fire and a vast 
amount of ammunition was expended. The 
valley in front and under the Russian 
guns during this artillery duel was an in- 
ferno of shrieking and moaning shrapnel, 
while beyond the Russian shells burst con- 
tinuously at the head of the Japanese ad- 
vance. 

During the day the Russian rifie fire was 
indescribably furious. The Russian 
trenches, for a distance of several miles. 
threw out all day long a continuous hail 
of lead, accompanied by unceasing flashes 
of fire. 


HAIL OF RUSSIAN LEAD. 


in spite of its conuUnued ferocity, this 
rifie fire was comparatively ineffectual, the 
Russians often firing Without sight of the 
enemy. This hall of Russian rifle bullets 
did not sease before 10 o'clock at night. 
It is éstimated that 1000 Russian shelis 
were thrown into the valley beyond the 
south road, where the only evidence of the 
presence of the Japanese was a Red Cross 
camp. a 

At nightfall Gen. Stakelberg. with the 
First corps. was Still facing Gen. Oku on 
the left. This Russian corps had lost suc 
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beating them. 
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ki’s movement around the Russian left 
flank in the direction of the railroad. Stak- 
elberg’s movement was of short durution 
and he soon returned to his line. 

Gen. Ivanoff and his command was sta- 
tioned on Gen. Stakelberg’s right and fac- 
ing Gen. Nodzu and the Japanese center 
Gen. Ivanoff had succeeded the late 
Count Keller in cum- 
mand of the Russian eastern army. He 
had removed his headquarters from the 
vitlage of Tashi, in the middle of the south- 
ern plain, to a point within the sheiter of 
the city walls and on the road which yields 
to Yentai by a pontoon bridge across the 
Taitse river. During the night of the lst 
the Tenth corps, which had Assisted in 
holding the Fengwangcheng road against 
the Japanese, began moving its transport 
out of the city to the north. 


PANIC IN LIAOYANG. 


The Seventeenth corps, which had not as 
yet been in action and which was being 
held on the north bank of the Taitse river, 
was deployed in the hills and had been 
partly moved to the northward. Part of 
the Fifth corps, which arrived here a short 
time before the fighting began, had been 
sent at once to the front, while the re- 
mainder had reported with the Second 
corps and was being held in reserve. 

All the trees and Chinese graves on the 
firing line which in any way might obstruct 
the operations had been removed by the

On the morning of Sept. 1, all the non- 
combatants were ordered to leave Liao- 
yang and the Russian commissary of po- 
lice sent an order to the Chinese magis- 
trate of the city that all Chinese must 
leave Liaoyang within two days. The Jap- 
anese were seen to be in possession of the 
Russian position at Shushan, and it was 
learned also on the morning of Sept. 1 
that Gen. Stakelberg had withdrawn dur- 
ing the night. 

The Chinese at Liaoyang became alarmed 
and they began secretly to make Japanese 
flags. There was much confusion through- 
out the city. 

The proprietors of foreign shops made 
frantic efforts to sell their stocks on the 
streets at ridiculously low prices to any- 
one who would pay cash, or endeavored 
to have their property loaded on railroad 
cars. The flight of Japanése shells over 
ihe railroad station stampeded them, how- 
ever, and they fled In disorder, glad to get 


away with thelr lives.

Hie continued to advance steadily and turn- 
ed the Russian left. 

His army covered 15 miles in quick time. 
The effect of its presence and movements 
was to force the Russians to leave Liao- 
yang and retire in the direction of the 
coal mines east of Yental. 

He threatened to cut Gen. Kuropatkin’'s 
army of seven corps in two. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was eating lunch at the railroad 
station at noon when the first Japanese 
shell struck the foreign settlement. Within 
fifteen minutes, all the troops, hospital at- 


tendants and merchants and other people 
in the vicinity had cleared out and only a 


few Chinese remained, 

The Japanese shells continued to fall in 
the settlement. Chinese, under the direc- 
tion of Russian officers, were making hur- 
ried efforts to remove the stores and am- 
munition from the railroad sheds. 


HAVOC WROUGHT BY SHELLS. 


The Japanese shells came from Shushan- 
and a Russian shrapnel fire was soon turn- 
ed on the battery there. One Japanese shei! 
Kliled a horse a few feet from the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press as the ant- 
mal was passing the telegraph office. 
Others -burst in the postoffice, in the hos- 
pital, in the Red Cross tent, which had 
been put up In the garden around the sta- 
tion, and in the public park under the 
ancient pagoda. 

The crowd of refreshment takers fied 
helterskelter with restaurant keepers and 
waiters, panic-stricken officers and their 
orderites, soldiers and the riff-raff of the 
streets, ali seeking refuge beyond the 
northern wal] of the city. 

The Chinese immediately began to loot, 
but whenever they were caught, immediate 
punishment was meted out to them. 

This was at noon of Sept. 1. On that 
day the Russians filled all the trenches, 
rifie pits and forts to the west and south of 
Liaoyang with fresh troops. They kept 
up a continual shrapnel fire upon the 
Japanese approaches without being aware 
of the extra movements of the enemy. 

DURING THIs8 TIME, THE MAIN BuDY 
OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY WAS IN AC- 
TIVE RETREAT. 

At 6 o'clock in the evening, shells were 
falling just outside the western walls, and 
on the Kussian heliograph station on the 
northwest corner of the city. From this 
station the Japanese could now be seen. 
They were advancing splendidly over the 
southern hills. Their formation was regu- 
lar and open. 


RUSSIANS GET JAP RANGE. 


The ranges of the Japanese positions 
were known to the Russian gunners, who 
poured in a terrible and destructive fire 
upon the enemy. A Japanese battery and 
two companies of infantry were seen skirt- 
ing the main south road. They were mov- 
ing toward the city and finally disappeared 
behind Kowlang. 

The positions at Chiafantun were seen 
to be deserted. 

The right fank of Gen. Nodzsu's army 
had previously taken up 4 position to the 
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west of Chiafantun, whence his troops 


charged the Russian breastworks. One 
Japanese batallion lost every officer on 
and a corporal was seen to 
take command. The Japanese entrenched 
in the vicinity of Tashi, near where Gen. 
Ivanoff had had his headquarters the day 
before. 

THE RUSSIAN RED CROSS WORKED 
ON THE FIRING

The Japanese shells fell thick over the 
Russian battery located in a western 
suburb of Liaoyang. 

LATE LAST NIGHT, AS THE CORRE- 
SPONDDNT WAS SEEKING A PLACE 
TO SLEEP, A WOUNDED RUSSIAN 
SOLDIER WAS BORNE PAST HIM 
SHOUTING OUT IN A DELIRIOUS

At 8 o'clock on the morning of Sept. 2, 
the transport of the Russian army was still 
going out to the north and the head of 
the train was almost opposite Yentai. 

The fighting around Liaoyang began at 
daybreak, when shells were thrown in from 
the entire Japanese line. 


Gen. Kuroki gevered his connection with 
the Japanese center army and left, the 


Anping road unprotected. His army was in 
front of the last Russian position in the 
coal mining district to the east of Yental. 
The appearance and effect of Kurokl’s dash 
to the rear of the Russian army was par- 
ticularly noticeable this morning. 


SAVING THE ARMY. 


The foreign military attaches had been 
escorted from Liaoyang to the north. They 
ieft their train at a point near Yental 
and proceeded in the direction of the fight- 
ing between Kuroki's troops and the Rus- 
silane who were attempting to hold them 
back. Here the Russians had tpst an im- 
portant hill position, only to gein . again 
and lose it a second time. 

This greatly discouraged the Russian sol- 
diers.

Patiently and doggedly, in spite of suc- 
cessive reverses by land and sea, Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s friends had pinned their faith 
in his assurances that, when he accepted 
battle victory would crown Russian arms, 
but. falling in his attempt to turn the 
scale they face another indefinite period of 
waiting. Kuropatkin must retire, await re- 
inforcements and prepare for a new cam- 
paign-next year. But, disappointed as they 
are and discouraging as the situation is, no 
word is heard in favor of making peace.

Like the ‘‘splelers’’ from the Pike, who 
may be heard three miles from their shows 
telling visitors how to get there, this sign- 
board of the Board of Lady Managers is 
a long way from their house, and it serves 
as a warning as well as an instruction. 

It is a fine large board, somewhat better 
than you find at four corners In the coun- 
try, and it stands at the parting of the 


roads one block east of the Administration 
building and near the Austrian bullding. 

One road leads to this point. There it 
branches. one going to the offices of Pres- 
ident Francis and the Exposition company 
and the other around these to the house of 
the Board of Lady Managers. 

The sign points toward the latter rcad 
and reads “This Way to the Board of 
Lady Managers.”’ 


It Steers Visitors 
Away From Francis. 


You coild go the other road and get there 
just as quickly, but you might come to 
President Francis first. As a result the 
sign is suggestive. It suggests that the 
ladies. prefer that you should avoid the 
president. It has been whispered severa! 
times that the president and the Board of 
Lady Managers were not altogether friend- 
ly, and even work against one another. It 
is recalled that once upon a time Mrs. 
Manning and the Board of Lady Managers 
said that President Francis had directed 
them to confine their energies to entertain- 
ment, and that President Francis had re- 
plied that he never gaid it. 

All this shows why the ladies prefer that 
those who have business with them should 
stay away from the Exposition chief and 
that is the way their sign points. 

Another distinction of this sign is that 
it is the only evidence In black and white 
that the World's Fair has a Board of Lady 
Managers. A visitor might walk over the 
big grounds for a week, and this sign is 
the only mention of them he would find. 
The signboard is about two feet long. 
made of plain boards and painted white. 
with black letters, and an ordinary hind 
with no glove on it pointing the direction. 
The affair is fastened to a plain post 
stuck In the common earth. 

The sign was. erected by order of the 
director of works.

NEW xORK, Sept. 11-—The New York 
World this (Sunday) morning, in an edi- 
torial review of the week's campaign, says: 

“The unexpected results of the Vermont | 
election have been accepted by Democrats 
generally—Judge Parker included—as a 
timely warning. The Democrats made no 
wideawake campaign in that state for fear 
of awakening the Republicans. As the re- 
sult showed, the Republicans did their own 
awakening, and the result may well be a 
lesson to Democrats in all other states. 

“The Republicans were quick to perceive 
the moral effect of any advantage they 
could gain, and went to work as earnestly 
as though the state were in the doubtful 
column. ‘Jae Democrats seem to have done 
just enough to epur the Republicans to 
greater effort, but not enough to get out 
their own party vote, to say nothing of the 
independents. Consequently the Republicans 
without polling so many votes as they did 
in 1900, managed to roll up a slightly larger 
plurality than they had four years ago. 
Chairman Taggart’s ‘quiet campaign’ was 
rather more than quiet. It was almost 
funereal, and Republicans were hardly less 
astonished than the Democrats at the re- 
sult. 

“Maine will hold her etate election tomor- 
row, and the results will show whether the 
Democratic committeeman conducted a 
‘quiet campaign’ in that state, too. 

“Aside from the Vermont elections, the 
chief event of the week was the dinner of 
the Democratic editors in New York and 
their visit to Judge Parker. While the 
attendance was much smaller than the es- 
timates, it was all that could have been 
expected, and the affalr as a whole was 
eminently successful. The speakers at 
the dinner showed a pretty general belief 
that the personality and temperament of 
Mr. Roosevelt are the chief issues of the 
campaign. This point was emphasized 
especially by Col. Watterson, the cditor 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

“In his speech to the editors, Judge Par- 
ker discussed the issue of governmental ¢x- 
travagance with much force, showing a 
keen appreciation of the effective manner 
in which Mr. Tilden handled the issue_ of 
economy in the public expenditures. The 
real note of leadership has not vet been 
struck by the Democratic candidate, al- 
though in his speech to the editors Judge 
Parker pleaded for less factional strife 
and a little more catholicity of toleration

Crop Situation in This Country So 
Short That Speculation Back- 
ing Buying Side. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 


Bullish conditions, with which the wheat 
situation is unusually well stocked, have 
once more gotten their deadly work in on 
the bears and their powerful influence on 
the bulls. The most recent decline un- 
doubtedly tempted the bears into selling 
too much, a fact quickly taken advantage 
of by the bull leaders to load up and start 
another boom, a buy':ng craze by general 
specution getting in on the advance that 
resulted “that swept everything gay 
including the peopie who were short. ihis 
jatest upturn was based upon the bellel 
(nat the Septemper report of the govern- 
ment would reveal such a great shortage 
in the spring wheat crop that the effect 
both at home and abroad wouid be excit:ng- 
ly bullish. If the miilion-bushel piungess 
© not take advantage of the h.gher pres 
to unload upon their -fo.lowers, as they di! 
on the previous boom, higner prices than 
have yet been made is probable. if they 
do it may b diffe:ent. There is no teli-ng 
what eifect an extremely bullish crop re- 
portmay have. ‘Jhey have been known 
to prove very bearisn. This is where peo- 
ple who are loaded up for such a report at- 
tempt to realize profits on it. 


There are too many bullish conditions es- 
tabiished to make the peat ge I side one ol 
safety. In fact, it can only be put in the 
extra-hazardous class, except for the rap- 
id-fire scalper who can take a profit on 
sharp breaks and does ndt follow a decline 
for a big winning. A short crop is assured 
this country, and a short «rop of an un- 
usually short weight, at that. Winter 
wheat has proven this to be the base, and 
as wet damage means a small shriveled 
berry, it will also prove to be the case 
with spring wheat. Choice heavy weight 
wheat will be a very scarce article all this 
season and wiil command fancy premium 
prices through sheer necessity of the mill- 
ers who must have high-test weight to 
make up the average on the oversupply of 
light test. Prospects are for the smallest 
stocks of contract grade in the markets 
ever known. In the 8t. Louls market the 
stock of contract is below 800.000 bushels 
and that belng reduced by shipments to 
outside milis. Of the soft -winter car Iote 
inspected here last week less than 6 per 
cent graded No. 2 red, where for sanie 
week last year 3 per cent graded that 
high, and the winter wheat of 1903 wae rec- 
ognized as a low-grade crop.

So far the movement of spring wheat to 
market has proven extremely disappoint- 
ing. Duri the past week 267 cars were 
received at Minneapolis and Duluth, where 
4445 cars arrived for same w last year 
and 38764 cars two years ago. These re 
ceipts of course will enlarge from now on, 
but if the grain proves to be as low in 
we nd grade as has winter wheat 
high prices may certainly be expected for 
choice grain as is the case, too, in winter 
wheat. That has gone to a premium over 
the December option where two weeks ago 
it was at a discount. The prospects for 
any such large increases in visible supplies 
from now on to end of the year as is usual 
riod are not at all promising. 
either. or the last four’ montha of 1

n 1901 was 381,000, bu. Winter wheat 
movement is slackening. and so far the 
visible, as shown last Sunday in this col- 
umn, decreased more during the period 
of its greatest moVement than for same 
time the two preceding years though the 
price very much higher than in these years.

This, though confined 
chiefly to domestic demands, was large in 
the aggregate, and brought all millers, de- 
pendent upon this market for suppiies, in 
as freer buyers. Higher prices for feea 
acted as a stimulus also. he great scar- 
city of choice wheats, mare especially of the 
soft winter kind, caused such competition 
for them that premiums of 2c to over 
December were paid for No. 2 red. Hara 
winters were bought freely, but ft was the 
milling grades of No. 3 and No. 4 that were 
taken, the No. 2, though a scarce article.

Bursting Vaults. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW avARK, Sept. 10.—The Wall Street 
eview of the Evening Post today, says: 

“To-day's bank statement was a little 
startling. Following last week's decrease 
of nearly $10,000,000 in surplus reserves, 
comes another $9,000,000 shrinkage for the 
present week. A bank surplus which, three 
weeks ago, was almost at the maximum of 
our banking history, and whach even today 
is the highest for the current week in ten 
years past, can face, without winking even 
& $19,000,000 fall in a single fortnight. But, 
naturally, it could not face many repititions 
of it with equanimity. 

“Large as this week's remaining surplus 
is, four weeks more of reduction at the 
recent pace, would use up the whole of it, 
It is improbable that anything of the sort 
will happen, but the reason for saying that 


it is improbable is, that the rapid loan ex- 
Pansion—J1s,W00,000 last week and $13,000,000 
this—cannot long continue in the face of ihs 
falling surpius. a8 makes the question 
very much in point, how far the stock 
market has been held up these past few 
days through preciseiy this loan expansion. 
It will have considerably less of such sup- 
port to rely on in the future, 

“The day's stock market paid no atten- 
tion to the poor bank showing; in fact, the 
action of prices was hysterical, and not, 
On this occasion, of the sort to invite very 
serious analysis. The markets genera! 
course was upward, and a few substantial 
gains were made, but there was rather too 
visible evidence of efforts, both to ‘dis- 
tribute’ speculative holdings, and to prevent 
the consequent lower prices, through sky- 
rocket practice eisewhere in the list. Gen- 
eral:y, the prices closed at or near the best. 

“Out of the rather bewildering shuffling 
up of its capital proposed by the Consoi- 
dated Tobacco, the one fact that stands out 
clearly is that the backers of the enterprise 
wish to get rid of the ‘holding company’ 
device. he company three or four years 
ago, bought up the hundred odd million 
stock of the two chief competitors in the 
trade, then issued bonds (£157,000,0W In all).

the undertone was undeniably firm. 
tendency of many issues was toward higher 
level.

Pitcher Jack Taylor's recent trouble with 
-Manager Nichols of the Cardinals, and the 
Donovan fiasca of iast year, have brought 
forth a great deal of comment, on the rela- 
tions of & manager and a player, and most 
of it from the standpoint of the player. 

Players have frequently rushed into print 
with stories of thelr complaints against 
their managers, and the troubles have gen- 
erally been brought before fandom from 
the players’ point of view. 

In Taylor’s case there has been much 
discussion of his charge that Nichols has 
made him handie the hard work and has 
taken the soft spots in the schedule him- 
self. 

Nichols. being himself a pitcher, many 
have takén the stand that it is not fair 
for him, because he is in authority, to 
take the easy work and make his brother 
twirlers handie the tough twirlers of the 
other clubs, granting that the charge is 
true.. Many also sympathized with the 
Players In the clique formed against Patsy 
Denovan, which eventually resulted in un- 
seating .the old Cardinal leader. 

‘Scrappy..Bill’’ Joyce, sometime player 
and manager, who was to the basebefl of 
the late nineties what Muggsy McGraw is 
today, is the first to take up the cudge!s 
for the leaders of the teams. Joyce’ takes 
the position that it makes no difference 
Whether Taylor's charge is true or not, 
Manager Nichols has a perfect right to 
handle the pitching staff as he sees fit, 
because he and not Taylor or any other 
of the pitchers is responsible for the suc- 
cess of the team.

I hear a great deal of talk now about 
the troubles of players and arguments with 
their managers; and while I don’t doubt 
that many of them have causes, it must 
not be forgotten that after all it is the 
Manager who is responsible for the team. 

At any and all costs a manager must 
keep discipline in the ranks of the club. 
If he allows one piece of insubordination 
to go unpunished he forfeits a little of his 
authority and he may open the way for 
& rebellion that will spoil his rule and force 
him to resign. That was the trouble with 
Manager Donovan, who was forced out 
of the Cardinal club. He did not under- 
stand the proper use of power to keep his 
men in line without offending them.

rarily cripple the team in order deal 
out justice to a player who will not obey 
orders; but in the long run it will pay a 
manager to make clear that he is going to 
rule or ruin, and that he thinks the 
chances are in favor of his doing the 
former. 

I do not mean by this that it is necessary 
or even defensible for a manager to abuse 
or mistreat his players. That does not do 
the manager or his team any good. Put 
he must make his players understand that 
what he says goes, and that his orders 
must be obeyed without question. 

Most ball-players are reasonable men, and 
they will respect and obey a manager who 
knows his business and does it. Occasion- 
ally you will run across a _ obull-headed, 
obstinate fellow, generally a good player 
who knows it, and then you have to throw 
a good dose of discipline into him. If the 
manager hesitates because he Is afraid the 
player’s absence will weaken the team, he 
has begun to make trouble for himself. 
Let that kind of a fellow get an idea that 
you are a Httle afraid of him or need him 
badly, and he will not only make trouble 
himself, but he will stir up other players; 
and the first thing the manager knows 
he is surrounded by a couple of hostile 
cliques instead of a ball team, and his 
authority goes to pieces. 

I remember the case of the great pitcher, 
Amos Rusie, with the New York club. 
Back in 1995 Russie got disgruntled about 
something, and his manager fined and sus- 
pended tim. Rusfe then announced that 


he wouldn't play ball at all. He left the 
team and was out of the game for the 
rest of the season and all of the following 
summer. The club changee managers a 
couple of times, and in the spring of 1897 
Rusie came back, anxious and willing to 
pitch. When I took charge of the team 
that summer I did not have a bit of trouble 
with him.

ASTERS of the knightly game of fo!l 


HAS A PECULIAR 
and fence met in the Olympic 


STYLE OF HIS OWN 
M championships at the Stadium 


gymnasium last week, and the fencing en- 
thusiasts of St. Louis saw a series of ex- 
hibitions of a class never before contested 
in the western country. . 

The best amateur swordsmen in America 
and some of the best in the world fought 
for the Olympic trophies, and local dis- 
ciples of the old art are confident that the 
Olympic tournament will give a new im- 
petus to the game in the West. 

To many who were not initiated into the 
finer points of the game, the movements 
o% the scuffiing figures in white who danced 
and jumped in and out with a grinding crash 
of meeting blades conveyed but little 
meaning; and in the, to them, hopeless con- 
fusion of the bout, they could see nothing 
of the hairline skill and the catlike quick- 
ness that made the slender, narrow-chested 
Cuban master of many who were built on 
the lines of Dumas’ swaggering braves. 

And likewise with the bouts of the duel- 
ing sword, where lithe figures in solemn 
black velvet stood and craftily felt each 
other’s blades for minutes, varied with a 
sudden lightning dart to leave the first 
chalkmark m their whitened buttons on 
the black background of the adversary’s 
suit. The faintest touch of white cost a 
competitor the bout, and to the laity tt 
looked as though luck must play the im- 
portant part until they began to realige 
that there was consummate skill in the 
sharp thrust of the, Cuban—quick as the 
strike of a snake—and came to expect the 
monotonous call, “Mr. Fonst wins the 
bout.”’ 

Mr. A. Van Zo Post, one of the best all- 
round swordsmen in America, who was de- 
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by the great Fonst in the final 
nd of the foils championship, has writ- 
le for the Post-Dispatch a brief critigue 
of the styles of the contenders in the 
‘Olympic championships. =

In the Olympic tournament just closed in 
St. Louis some of the best amateur fencers 
in the world met fn the bouts, and the 
devotee of the art had plenty of oppor- 
tunity to compare and note the peculiari- 
ties and styles of different contestants. 

In the foils the school that finds the most 
favor is the French, on account of its 
form and style as distinguished from the 
more tempestuous Italian school. Practi- 
cally all American fencers follow the 
French school. 

While Mr. Ramo Fonst, the Cuban 
fencer, defeated the Americans and others 
for the Olympic championship in the foils, 
his style is not one that I would hold up 
as a model to a beginner, His form is not 
truly French nor is it Italian. It belongs 
to no recognized school of fencing, but Is 
apparently developed by himself to fit the 
peculiarities of his physicai make-up. 

In the first place, he fences with his left 
hand, which any fencer will know is a de- 
cided advantage: He is above average 
height, with a long reach, but is light and 
slender. He is built by nature for speed 
and lightness of foot, and though he is 
rather tall he has all the fire and ginger 
of a little man. 

Another great advantage that Mr. Fonst 
has is the build pf his body. He has the 
smallest fewer! to protect of any man 
I ever fenced with. His chest is unusual- 
ly narrow and his body small, so that by 
a slight turn he can evade A thrust that 
would be effective against a broader man 

He is very sure of eye and quick of 
hand, and he has developed a system of 
fencing that fits these natural advantages. 
He frequently dodges thrusts that another 
man would parry—a trick that he has bor- 
rowed from the Italian school. He uses 
the French foil. and makes his parries with 
the wrist instead of with the whole arm 
as do the Italians. He uses his feet to 
carry him out of danger more than Is in 
accordance with strict dictates of the 
French school, and on the whole his fenc- 
ing is for himself and not a general line 
to be copied by men of all builds.

FENCING EXPERT EXPLAINS TRICKS OF ROYAL SPORT 


Dr. Casimir, the German fencer, is more 
nearly an exponent of the French school. 
The only pronounced Italian feature of his 
fencing was his foil. In the Italian school 
the foll is gripped between the first and 
second finger; in’ the French it is gripped 
with the four fingers around the handle 
and the thumb parallel to the handle on 
the opposite side, much as a man would 
hold a driving whip. 

The other fencers in thé tournament were 
more or less disciples of the French school. 
All of them used the French foll and 
fought chiefly along the lines of French 
teaching. 

There fs one point that was illustrated 
in the recent tournament which I wish to 
| impress upon beginners; never lunge until 
your arm is extended. This is one of the 
first points in fencing to bear In mind. The 
matter of equipment, the Sfmple attacks 
and parries, can be learned from good 
manual: but of course the best plan is to 
practice under a good master. But in the 
matter of attack the importance of ts 
point must not be cy go and it is an 
error that a beginner is very liable to fall 
into. In boxing vou frequently come in 
and hit as you meet your opponent, but 
In fencing the arm should be fully ex- 
tended. If you fall to do this and your 
opponent lunges at the same time, his 
touch will be counted and yours thrown 
out, 

In my bout with Mr. Fonst I found that 
this was the only way that I could make 
headway against his peculiarly effective 
defense. VY simply kept breaking through 
with mvyvarm extended, and In that way 
the worst I could get was a double-touch. 
Then he frequently resorted to the old 
Italian trick. the passato, crouch under 
mv lunge and extend to meet me at the 
same time. This trick is effective, but it! 
takes a quick man to execute it success- 
fully. It ts not good form in the French 
echool. 

All young fencers should learn the simple 
nttacks and parries carefully and practice 
them at every opportunity. They are the, 
groundwork of all fencing. As the begin- 
ner becomes familiar with his weapon and 
the game. he will develop peculiarities or 
individualities just as fifty children taught 
the same system of penmanship will write 
fifty different hands. And these will suit 


his purposes better than the straight ‘rules.

With all their dissimilarity of custom 
and their variance of viewpoint, they are 
all actuated by the same impulse in being 
here and al] impelled by the same motives 
in getting together. 

Their communication, one with another, 
to the extent that they, speaking in many 
tongues, are able to make their communl- 
cations clear, have to do with the things 
about which they are agreed. Coming 
from centers where politeness ts more of a 
merit than westerners are wont to esteem 
it, no-falling out is probable, even though 
they in some instances are crowded more 
than they are accustomed to.

RESOLUTION ADOPTED 
CALLING FOR MEDIATION 
IN THE FAR EAST. 


The Interparliamentary Confer- 
ence, or executive committee of 
the Interparlinmentary Union, at 
a meeting Saturday afternoon at 
the Southern Hotel adopted the 
following resolution: 

“The Interpxrriiamentary Confer- 
ence, shocked by the horrors of the 
war that is being waged in the far 
East between two civilised states, 
and, deploring that the powers 
signatory of the conventions of 
the Hague have been unable to 
have recourse to the clauses 
thereof which direct them to ten- 
der their mediation immediately 
upon the outbrenk of hostilities, 
asks the powers signatory of the 
conventions of the Hague to in- 
tervene at the proper time with 
the belligerents in order to facili- 
tate the restoration of peace, and 
imstructs the Interparliamentary 
Bureau to bring the present reso- 
lution to the knowledge of the 
said powers.”

TWO VICTIMS SUBMITTED

Watches, Money and Even Their 
Street Car Transfers Were Stolen—

Wise Ones Say World’s Fair Won’t 


Have to Pay Out the $100,- 
000. Offered. 


Although but 20 days remain for the pro- 
posed competitive airship flights to be made 
at the World's Fair there has been no 
demonstration in the aeronautic line except 
flights of aerial conversation. In view of 
this fact the Exposition company may save 
$100,000, the amount offered as first prize in 
the aerial contests. 

It is true that T. C. Benbow of Montana 
made one attempt to show the Exposition 
ofticials what he could do to the %-mile 
aeronautie course, but he flew only one- 
fifth of a mile up, when the specifications 
require the ascent of a mile. 

YT. @ Baldwin of San Francisco says he 
is the only aeronaut eligible for the con- 
test, and, in support of this contention, 
declares that he has~wndde a filght up one 
mile and a half three times. Once in Oak- 
land, Cal., where he circled around and 
ianded where he started without even 
“winging”’’ his machine. 

Prof. Carl Myers declares that he alone 
has made a fi.ght of a mile and return in 
an airship, and is therefore the only aero- 


naut entitled to enter into the $100,000 race. 
Two weeks ago Prof. Myers descended 
near St. Charles from a futile attempt to 
fly to Wasbington, D. C., In a balloon. 
Friends of Dr. Greth of San Francisco 
and Francois Hippolyta are aise making 
boasts of what those two will do when they 


fly to the starting post, but as yet neither

we have around them and treated us with the same lack 
of consideration that we have manifested toward them— 
what a roar there’d be from us and from all civilization!

The other day a magnificent Jefferson enuard, the suprem- 
est product of civilization as exemplified by the first 
World’s Fair of the twentieth century, paused in his 
august rounds to contemplate an Igorrote savage, From 
the heights of his official splendor as the custodiah of the 
art and sciences at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
the Jefferson guard looked pityingly down at the bare- 
skinned creature before him, commenting upon the lat- 
ter’s general benightedness and eussedness in almost s 
Jovian vein of ambrosial-nodding condescénsion.

He was acquitted twice on similar charges, the jurors 
holding that no criminal intent was shown when he used 
the university's funds as collateral for a loan negotiated 
by the bank of which he was president. Part of the mone; 
thus obtained was used to pay university warrants as thes 
fell due.

The tirst room you enter is the circular vestibule, which 
rings and. echoes with the fread of feet on the solid 
marble; above and below, all is white save the bronze 
busts of the present Emperor and his consort, which stand 
against the wall, one on the right and one on the left 
hand between the pillars.

One 
feels that the staircase rightly belongs to the dwelling 
of a princess. The walls are white, ornamented with gold 
in places, but overhead on the ceiling is a painting of 
Apollo among the Muses in a style which suggests the art 
characteristics of Corregzio. On the stucco work are bas- 
reliefs of Hermes accompanied by the Cherubs bearing 
festoons of flowers representing the four seasons, while 
above the window ‘niches and on the walls are faun 
amourettes making music to which the cherubs dance, 


Omitting the Gobelin and Brandenburg rooms for the 
time, we enter the long chamber of the “Oaken Gallery,” 
& narrow room with rows of portrait busts standing on 
pedestals against the wall. Over the two hand-carved 
doors opposite each other at the ends of the chamber are 
pictures in oil of Sophie Charlotte and her husband, 
Frederick I, framed in gilt scroll work.

A detailed description of the telautograph, as little 
technical as possible, will give the reader a clear 
standing of its operation. At the transmitter the sending 
pencil is attached by two light reds to two lever arms, 
‘hich carry contact rollers at their ends These contact 
rollers bear ggainst the surfaces of two current-carrying 
rheostats, and the writing currents pass from these to the 
rollers, and from the latter te the line wires. When the 
pencil! is moved the position of the rollers upon the rhe- 
ostats is changed, and currents of varying strength go out 


upon the line wires, At the receiver these currents pass 


through two light, vertically moving coils, which are sus- 
pended in uniform magnetic fields, and which move up 
or dowt against the pull of retractile springs, according to 
the strength of the line currents. The motion of the coils 
is communicated to a set of levers of the same length aa 
those in the transmitter. At the function of the levers is 
wounted the receiving pen, which, by the motion of the 
coils, is caused to duplicate the motions of the 

pencil. The paper is supplied from rolls beneath the trans- 
mitter and receiver, and is shifted off the writing platens 
as it is used. The ink is supplied to the receiver pen auto- 
matically, and when not in use the pen rests in the ink, 
preventing clogging and insuring an ample supply at all 
times. The current for the telavtograph is aupplied from 
ordinary «direct eieetric lighting mains, or, when such cur- 
rent supply is not obtainable, storage batteries are used.

All the above, together with a soldier’s biscuit left over 
from the Spanish-Americin war, were delicacies discussed 
recently by a party of business men at one of the most 
novel dinners ever served. in St. Louis. 

It was at McTague’s fashionable restaurant 
the post office. 

Around the table were gathered five St. Louis men, 
each of whom was interested in a newly-discovered gas 
process for the preservation of meats. eggs, fruit, ete. 
James H. McTague had offered the use of his place for 
the test. 

The process under investigation had been invented by 
Dr. J. L. Hebron, a physician of Hot Springs. Ark. He 
had been offercd a large sum of money for his secret by 
one of the big packing houses of St. Louis. Kansas City 
and Chicago, but was holding out for $1,000,000. He in 
sisted that his discovery was worth that enormous sum. 
yet that the process was so simple that he dared not even 
patent it. | 

The process had been presented to the St. Louis parties 
and they had determined to test the new process. that 
they might judge as to its merits. 

Siimples of the food stuffs preserved by the Arkansas 
physician's method were ordered, and in due time there 
arrived, with an affidavit, from Hot Springs an express 
package which, when opened at the restaurant in question, 
was found to. contain, wrapped in cotton and paper, the 
following articles:

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QUEER RIVER GRAFT 
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Charles Martell, a French-Canadian Car. 
penter of St. Louis, Has Built the 
Strangest Boat on the Mississippi. 


HARLES MARTELL, a French Canadian carpenter 
f * lving on the Mississipp! river levee at the foot of 
Ferry street, North 8t. Louis. has invented and 
applied for letters patent on a queer-looking river .craft 
known as a floating motor and paddle wheel. lt is now on 
the river juat below the Merchants’ bridge, and there it has 
attracted the attention of and elecited comment and spec- 
Ulation from thousands of up-river excursionists. Its ap- 
pearance justifies the curiosity aroused 

Martell’s floating motor is a great wooden drum, 12 feet

The fruit served at the table, though five weeks old, had 
not been kept on ice or in cold storage of any kind. It 
had been kept fresh by the gas preservative alone, and 
wlen cut both the orange and lemon yielded a juice free 
and of natural taste. Neither was there any sign of shriv- 
eling about the inner edge of the peel. 

Other members of the dinner party partook of the weat 
and egg samples and agreed with Mr. McTague. 

After six years of careful study and experiment the in- 
ventor {sg satisfied with his preserving process. Yet he is 
startled by the very simplicity of the recipe. He fears 
to patent his discovery lest the secret of the chemicals 
used in making his preserving gas might leak out, and 
anyone could then utilize the process. It is, likewise, 
this reluctance that stands in the way of the sale of the 
secret to a packing company. The company insists on 
analyzing the gas before the deal is made, and the inventor 
fears to permit the analysis lest his secret should be se- 
eured free. The chemicals used in the gas omce ascer- 
tained, he declares, the rest of the process would be easy. 

The plant used by Dr. Hebron consists of a gas generator 
and a preserving box, together costing $18. The box is 
10 feet high by 6 feet wide, and holds 10,000 eggs, or 8000

OW comes the rotary catc*~~'« mask 
to claim the favor of base «1 play- 
| ers in St. Louis and elerewhere. It is 
the invention of a Brocklyn man, and is in- 
tended especially to make it easier for the 
wearer to catch foul files. It differs little 
in shape from the mask ordinarily used, 
except that it ie divided into two separnte 
parts, the front or wire covering rotating 
on a pivot just above the ear.
